Employment 
Up, Number of 
Jobless Down

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's unemployment dipped 
slightly last month while total 
employment rose substantially, 
the government reported today. 


Moat of the gain, however, 


was among part-time workers 
and millions of Americans suf- 
fered a drop in weekly earnings 
because of a shorter average 
work week, the Labor Depart- 
ment said. 


Total 
unemployment edged 


down by 221,000 to 4.8 million 
and the jobless rate inched 
down from 6.1 to 6 per cent of 
the nation's work force and the

of

called it "virtually unchanged." 


Total 
employment 
actually 


fell 1.4 million, but on a season- 
ally adjusted basis the bureau 
figured it at an increase of 300,- 
000 because it usually drops 
more as youths working for the 
summer return to school. 


The 
report 
said 
average 


weekly earnings of some 45 
million rank-and-file workers 
dropped 27 cents to $128.76 be- 
cause of the shorter working 
hours in many industries. A 
drop in the length of the work 
week usually signifies lagging 
business and production. 


The average pay check was 


$7.03, or 5.8 per cent, above a 
year earlier but after deduction 
for the 4.5 per cent in living 
costs over the period the gain 
was cut to $1.59 per week. 


The bureau said 
average 


hourly 
earnings rose 
three 


cents to $3.48, but that this was 
almost entirely a technical in- 
crease because many youths 
with lower paying jobs quit to 
go back to school, thus raising 
average pay for full-time and 
part-time adult workers. The 
bureau said that after allowing 
for this technicality, average 
pay was figured down one cent 
per hour. 


The bureau said, however, 


that the total employment in 
the third quarter of the year 
ending in September rose 520,- 
000 to 79.2 million on a season- 
ally adjusted basis for a record 
quarterly job peak. Total em- 
ployment had been on a virtual 
plateau over the previous year, 
the report said.

House official. 


The 2-to-3-per-cent 
inflation 


goal would be about half the 
present level. It is remarkably 
close to Nixon's forecast in his 
January economic report 
to 


Congress, long before anyone in 
the administration talked open- 
ly of wage-price controls. 


The compromise 
approach 


came through clearly 
in a 


background paper prepared by 
the White House on Phase 2. 
The paper appeared to repre- 
sent the thinking of the Cost of 
Living Council and 
Nixon's 


Council of Economic Advisers. 


"The durability of the pro- 


gram requires that it should 
not exact too great a toll from 
the economy," it said. 


"One implication of this is 


that the price, wage and rent 
standards must be sufficiently 
flexible to avoid pressures that 
stop production or distortions in 
the price-wage structure that 
seriously impair efficiency." 


A White House official said, 


for example, that the Price 
Board created in Phase 2 will 
be prepared to listen to com- 
plaints from businessmen who 
might claim the new restraints 
would force them into bank- 
ruptcy. 


"It is important that we ad- 


minister Phase 2 in such a way 
that you don't short-circuit the 
expansion," he said. 


"These requirements,"

White House background paper 
said, "in turn mean that the 
ambitions and standards for in- 
flation restraint must not be too 
rigorous." 


The White House said Phase 


2 "must give more attention to 
equity and economic efficiency, 
must be more participatory, 
must not initially demand zero 
inflation and, even though for 
some of these reasons it will be 
more complex, it must not in- 
volve a vast and intrusive bu- 
reaucratic machinery."

Authorities said they did not 


know the cause of the strike 
and could not establish the 
number of inmates who actual- 
ly participated. 


State Corrections Secretary 


Howard Leach said the use of 
force became necessary Thurs- 
day when previously peaceful 


. strikers began breaking win- 
. dows and furniture in one of 


the six prison units. 


Guards moved into the unit of 


38 men, and the trouble set off 
a chain reaction throughout the 
prison. Leach said. 


"Subsequently the bulk of the 


other units went out of control 
and again it was necessary to 
use tear gas to regain control," 
he said.

Are Indicted

conspiracy and perjury in an 
alleged scheme to give meats 
better grade ratings than they 
deserved. 


The indictments, returned 


Thursday in U.S. District Court 
after an investigation which be- 
gan in 1969. include a charge 
that one inspector took $54,500 
to $70,500 in bribes. 


U.S. Ally. Herbert F. Travers 


Jr., 
who outlined 
the in- 


dictments, said there was no al- 
legation 
that 
unwholesome 


meats were allowed to reach 
the consumer. The inspectors 
allegedly took bribes to put 
higher quality grades on meat 
products. 


In addition to the 
40 in- 


spectors, three meat processing 
companies and six company of- 
ficials in the Boston area were 
indicted on the same or related 
charges. 


Dozens of FBI agents and in- 


vestigators of the Department 
of Agriculture worked in the 
probe. A grand jury examined 
the case, and no other matters, 
for 18 months. 


The indictments charge that 


the inspectors were bribed with 
money, meat, liquor and other 
items. 


The punishment for bribery 


begins at fines of $1,000 to $10,- 
000 plus one to three years im- 
prisonment and discharge from 
office. It goes up to fines of 
$20,000 or three times the value 
of the amount received, which- 
ever is greater, and imprison- 
ment up to 15 years. 


For conspiracy the punish- 


ment on conviction for a felony 
can be a fine of $10,000 or five 
years imprisonment or both. 


Agriculture officials in Wash- 


ington said the bribery charges 
involved in part the payment of 
overtime claimed by the in- 
spectors. 


The officials said the govern- 


ment cannot pay inspectors for 
more than a 
40-hour work 


week. However, meat proces- 
sors may request _ tha£(.in- 
l^ectors work overtime and then 
reimburse the government. It 
was alleged that some of the 
firms knowingly paid for over- 
time not worked. 


The inspectors indictment con- 


stitute more than half of the 75 
assigned to the Boston area. 


Travers said new inspectors 


have been assigned to replace 
the men indicted.

Borlaug made the comment 


in a news conference after tes- 
tifying on behalf of the Agricul- 
ture Department in a hearing 
by the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency which is consid- 
ering a complete ban on DDT. 


Borlaug's

was arranged by the Montrose 
Chemical Co., a major manu- 
facturer of DDT, but Borlaug 
stated he had never received 
any financial support from any 
chemical company. 


He now works in a maize and 


wheat improvement project in 
Mexico City. 


Borlaug said the environment

Borlaug disputed views of 


some scientists that DDT in the 
environment could create hu- 
man health problems and is al- 
ready interferring with the re- 
production of such ocean birds 
as the petrel and the brown 
pelican.

Work to Follow 
St. Francis

ROME (AP) — Film director 


Franco Zeffirelli, shifting from 
romantic to spiritual themes, 
plans a work called "The As- 
sassination of Christ" to follow 
a life of St. Francis. 


"The time is ripe for a fac- 


tual film on the death of Christ, 
from Palm Sunday to Crucifi- 
xion," he says. "Let's forget 
about religion for a while and 
try to explain Christ, the man." 


To Zeffirelli, Christ's death 


was "a political assassination 
of a very powerful man who be- 
came too disturbing to those in 
power." 


The film will be in black and 


white. Zeffirelli has summoned 
an international jury of Biblical 


of conflicting material. They 
are to try to come up with a 
script. 


"If there is no agreement on 


what happened to Christ," Zef- 
firelli says, "Then we will show 
the 
different 
versions. 
The 


main thing is the inquest, in a 
documentary form rather than 
in a glorified style." 


The director shot to fame 


with "Romeo and Juliet," 
which grossed over $25 million 
on an investment of $!Ms mil- 
lion. 


But the 45-year-old director 


says he is through with such 
films—because romantic films 
are through. 


"Love Story'," he says, "was 


the beginning of the end for ro- 
mance and cinema. This dec- 
ade should be one of spiritual 
reawakening—of Jesus revival 
and 
long-haired 
youths who 


may look like hippies but are 
probably more like saints deep 
inside. 


"This is the trend^and not 


even a movie director should 
ignore it." 


His 
current 
film 
on 
St. 


Francis, called "Brother Sun, 
Sister 
Moon," 
portrays 
the 


saint as a dropout. "Like many 
of today's young people, he had 
problems of identity and found 
fulfilment in spiritual things," 
Zeffirelli believes. 


The director considers him- 


self a fervent Roman Catholic. 
He doubts the Vatican will have 
any objection fo the movie on 
Christ even if it departs from 
Church teachings. 


"In the end the Church will 


benefit 
from 
it," 
he said. 


Besides, we have to revise our 
Church. My responsibility will be 
to the public. Even if there is 
something that the Church will 
object to, I will have to put it in."

Dear Dr. Lamb—I remem- 


ber when people used to take 
a dose of c a l o m e l in the 
spring to "clean out their 
system." I don't hear thai 
being used now. What could 
one take that would serve 
the same purpose? 


Dear Reader—Your ques- 


tion prompts me to observe 
that slowly knowledge does 
liberate man from f o o l i s h 
notions held fervently to be 
beneficial for one's health. 


In the first place there is 


no need to "clean out the 
system." Ideas of this sort 
originate from the primitive 
association of e x c r e m e n t 
with evil and ridding oneself 
of it is tantamount to elimi- 
nating evil. The system is 
best left alone and treated 
with a good healthy normal 
diet and adequate exercise. 


Secondly, calomel is a po- 


tential poison. It is a mer- 
cury salt, and when it works 
as expected it prevents the 
n o r m a 1 absorption of salt 
and water from the intestine. 
The accumulated material 
lesults in catharsis If every- 
thing doesn't go as expected 
a considerable a m o u n t of 
mercury can be absorbed 
from the intestine leading to 
mercury poisoning With all 
the current interest in mer- 
cury p o i s o n i n g from our 
waterways, 
this needs no 


further comment. 


A common misconception 


was that the greenish stools 
passed after taking calomel 
was evidence that calomel 
was increasing the amount 
of bile and emptying the body 
of this bilious substance. This 
was not true.
